«POFÜLÁB AMUSEMENTS.'^ 


The Criticisms of Rev. J. M. Fnlton «re 
Questioned [by ft Libers! Cor- 
respondent. 


To tbe Bdltor of THE SKNTINXL: 


In a reoent issue ot T H E 
S X N T I N B I Ì 
you published a "brief outline" of a ser- 
mon by Rev. J. M. Fulton on "Popular 
Amusements." 


I do not agree with the reverend gen- 
tleman, as you say. 


Why should he say that "Christianity 
attempts to force nothing out of thé 
world which has a right here," and con- 
sequently "permits 
innocent amuse- 
ments, such as chess, cards, croquet, 
billiards," and then forthwith proceeds 
to pronounce a condemnation upon balls 
^operas and theatres? 
Not to argue the 
'question of "balls," which 
though 
probably not "a sin per se," to use Mr. 
Mr. Fulton's expression, the reverend 
gentleman is carrying his assertions un- 
warrantedly far when he condemns all 
operas and theatres. 
If by theatre he 
means the drama, which he evidently 
does, can he maintain that all operas and 
every drama is sinful? He will certainly 
not go to any such extreme. 
There 
should be a distinction made in these 
respects jast as well as in catds and bil- 
hards. 
A man can play at otii^ds for 
amusement, pastime or relaxation. 
He 
can play at cards in a saloon for a bever- 
age, become intoxicated, give bad ex- 
ample to his family and perhaps de- 
prive them of support. 
Does it follow 
from this that another cannot play cards 
or throw dice without falling into the 
same snare. Does it follow that, because 
I play cards with my family, I am a 
gambler, or that I play cardsinasalooii? 
ÌDoes it follow, therefore, if I am judic- 
ious in visiting opera or theatre, tnat I 
sin ? It seems to me this savors too 
strongly of the old school Puritan ideas 
and is not of a part of genuine christian 
ity. 
Nobody can say that all operas and 
and theatres are sinful, and hence, they 
are not only innocent amusement, but 
oft times a school, an excellent educa 
tion, if I do say it, even for the clergy. 


David Garrick was once asked by a 
clergyman, how it came that the actors, 
in the recitation of fiction, could move 
an audience to tears, while the clergy, in 
proclaiming the most vital truth, only 
succeeded in soothing their hearers into 
peaceful slumber. There is a lesson in 
the great actor's reply: 
"We present 
fiction as if it were truth, while you pre- 
sent truth as if it were fiction." It seems 
to me that the following deductions are 
warranted from the foregoing article: 


First, Mr. Fulton says Christianity 
does not attempt to force out of the 
world that which has a right here. 
Opera and theatre, when of the proper 
kind, are not more sinful than cards, 
croquet and billiards. But Mr. Fulton 
says these are innocent amusements. So 
are the opera and theatre when judici- 
ously selected. Again, the opera and 
theatre, being not only innocent amuse- 
ments, but a soiurce of education, it 
would be suggestive that the clergy 
mi^ht attend the "legitimate" produc 
tions and if the observance would benefit 
them, the inspiring characteristics of the 
actor's art would take from them the 
tendency of the frequent sudorific in- 
fluences so often felt from the pulpits of 
some, if not many, who declaim against 
the opera and theatre.

MAGNETIZEP WATCHM, 


lafloAno« of ISIectrleity Vpoa T l m f pieces

"If a watch keeps perfectly oorreot 
time without a variation, then j o a may 
be sure there's something wrong 
with 
it," was C. K. Giles' paradoxical re- 
mark to a reporter who was talking 
with him about time-pieces. 


"Let's see," sadd he, reachin^^for • 
pad of paper and getting oat his pencil. 
"There are five beats to 4he second— 
that makes 157,680,000 'jeftts in a year. 
Now, it's simply out of ¿he question 
that there shouldn't b e MOme variation 
from strict time in that immense num 
ber of pulsations. 
S o when a watch 
runs in strict time there must be some- 
thing wrong which compensates for the 
error. 
I've known watches in which 
the balance wheel was out of poise thai 
kept splendid time. 
Something 
else 
compensates it. 
Here is a curious f a d 
for you. 
There has been about 1,000 
per cent, more irregularities and disturb- 
ances in watches since 1876 than in any 
like period of time." 


"Why is that?" 
"Just stop and think why. T h e ap- 
plication of electricity has increased 
about 1,000 per cent, in that time. 
That 
tells the story. 
A man has a nice watch 
that keeps good 
time. 
One day he 
walks past an electric Ught plant that 
has an electric dynamo under the side- 
walk. 
It ceases to run correctly aftei 
that. 
Or he is using the telephone and 
lets the receiver or handphone 
rest 
against his watch. 
The magnetism io 
it deranges the delicate steel machinery 
and it begins to lose tima 
H e wears b 
magnetic belt, and his watch loses one 
day 
and makes it up the nexi, or it 
runs away ahead. 
If he takes electric 
treatments, 
the same results follow. 
Electi'ic light wires, or electric gas- 
lighters or street car motors are all 
dangerous to watches. 
Ladies whc 
wear 
steel-ribbed 
corsets 
find 
theii 
watches lose time. 
But the worst ol 
all is the electric street ear motor. 
IJ 
Kansas 
City 
falls behind in the race 
with St. Josei:»h or Omaha, it will be 
because her merchants' watches have 
been ruined by the subtle 
fluid and 
they miss their trains, or fail to keep 
appointments, 
or derange 
their di- 
gestive 
organs by failing to g o out 
for their regular 11 o'clock 
refresh' 
ment. 


"It's safe to say that half the watches 
carried are magnetized to a serious de- 
gree. 


"The watches of railroad men, upon 
whose accuracy so many human lives 
depend, are particularly liable to mag- 
netism as every steel thing that is used 
in 
that 
business 
becomes 
magnetic. 
Luckily the locomotive if freer from 
permanent magnetism than any other 
part of the train, for the heat of the 
boiler disperses it^ 
Heat and mag- 
netism doa't agree. 
T h e iron columns 
of a building are magnetic by induction 
from the great 
magnet, 
the earth. 
Look at this." 


ly^r. Giles took up a soft iron railroad 
spike from his table and held it hori- 
zontally across the needle of a compass. 
It did not seem to affect any. 


There's no magnetism in that," he 
said. 
"But now look at this." 


H e held the spike 
perpendicularly, 
and the south end of the needle—that 
is, the unblued end—followed it avound 
in whichever way he moved it. 


"That shows that the end next the 
earth is charged %vith north polarity, 
the top end is a south 
pole. 
If you 
stand with a compass in your hand at 
the door of a building with irou columns 
the south end will point toward 
thoih. 
Go up-stairs and the needle will whir] 
right around. 
Now, see this," he said, 
and picking up the balance wheel of s 
watch with 
pair of pincers he laid it 
carefully on the surface of a dish ol 
water. 


It oscillated a few seconds and ther 
lay on the cushion of water, 
with its 
cross-bar pointing north and Bouth. 


"The shaping and polishing of that 
little steel bar makes the balance wheel 
a magnet," explained Mr. 
Giles, "and 
that is as it should be. If no othei 
parts of the watch becomes magnetized 
the mainspring forces it back and forth 
across the dead point, as it were, and it 
keeps regular time. 
Sometimes, how- 
ever, it becomes irregularly magnetized, 
so that the polarity of one end ie 
stronger than that of the other. 
The 
effect is then as it were out of 
point. 
But suppose a correct watch comes neai 
some 
strongly 
electric or 
magnetic 
object?" 


Mr. Giles took a watch which had 
been ticking away on his table and set 
it on a big red-painted 
magnet. 
Il 
stopped as quick as a wink 
H e re- 
moved it and it went on ticking again. 


"Unless I demagnetize it," he said, 
"that watch is now worthless as a time- 
keeper. " 


Dhiing on a Picture. 


The early days of Jules Bastien's ca- 
reer were a time of struggle and pov- 
erty. 
H e was glad to draw designs for 
a fashion journal, and once ho went 
down to Damvillers and jiainted forty 
portraits of the villagers. 
The cost of 
living, small as his expenses were, was 
a serious matter. 
For the rent of his 
little attic studio he paid $50 a year. 
He breakfasted upon three sous' worth 
of bread and two of cotiee, 
with milk. 
For dinner, at a franc and a half, about 
27 cents, he went to the restaurant of 
Mademoiselle Anna, liue Saint-Benoit. 


In those early days he painted a pic- 
ture of a peasant girl walking in a for- 
est, in spring, entrapped by Loves who 
where casting 
their 
nets before her 
feet. 
This picture was accepted at the 
Salon in 1873, through the intiuence of 
Cabanel, but it was not sold. 
It was 
the first painting that Jules Bastien ex- 
hibited, and its fate was a curioiis one. 
Kind-hearted Mademoiselle Anna un- 
derstood the needy state of the young 
artists who visited her restaurant, and 
Bastien 
was her favorite. 
When he 
lacked the franc and a half for d (uner, 
she cheerfully gave him credit and 
finally 
she accepted this picture in pay- 
ment for a year's dinners. 
Afterirard, 
when the name of the artist 
became 
famous, she was offered four times the 
amount of her bill for pain>^lng, bt t s h e 
refused to part with it, / i u kep) the 
first 
work of her protege 
until her 
death. — Ripley 
Hitchcock, 
in

Soudan is the great

While the English have been send- 
ing expeditions to meet with terrible 
disasters in the Eastern Soudan, and 
making very little impression upon that 
region, the French have been making a 
peaceful conquest of a region in the 
we^st almost as large as the whole oi 
France, and containing a great popula- 
tion. 
The French, in their operations 
upon the Soudan, have in contempla- 
tion the joining of the Sierra Leone 
and Senegal, which now extend far in- 
land, and then connecting the whole

over the whole of 
Western 
Africa, and giving 
France a foreign 
possession 
larger 
than 
India 
itself. 
The French plans include a railway 
across the Sahara to connect Algiers 
with the river systems of the Senegal 
Niger, the 
flooding 
of a part of the 
Bahara, and the development of a greai 
commerce with the whole reirion.
